It Is generally recognized that the 
eight-hour day {s a useful and neces- 
sary reform in regard to many kinds 
of labor, and in our large cities the 
tendency Is to apply it to most forms 
of labor. With this tendency we are 
in hearty sympathy, because we be- 
Heve that under the artificial condi- 
tions of city Mfe the hours of labor 
should be such as will tend to keep 
the worker in a high state of eficien- 
ley; gnd as the speeding-up process 

ls now at work in most institutions 
the laborer is not, able, to work the 
hours he formerly worked and retain 
j his efficiency. Moreover, the growth 
of our’ cities has. resulted in the 
farther feom their work, until in 
many cases from one to two hours 
every day is spent simply in getting 
to and from work. For these and 
other reasons the eight-hour day 
seems to be a wise provision in very 
many forms of labor.

That was 
the supreme test of the British ar- 
my. and they came through St splen- 
didly. 

“No attack In the history of the 
world was better carried out than 
the one made on the Hindenburg 
line near St. Quentin and Cambral 
by your'’—the marshal spoke slow- 
ly and reflectively—‘Fourth, Third 
and First armies on September 20. 
The enemy positions were most for- 
midable, but nothing could stop the 
British. They swept right over 
ther. It was a glorious day for 
British, arms.” 

The ‘marshal {fs not of those who 
believe that wars have ceased upon 
earth. Nor does he think that new 
mechanical inventions will greatly 
change their fundamental nature. 

“The rules and principles of war 
are always the same,” he sald. “It 
matters nothing whether your sol- 
dier is on his feet in the open air or 
shut up Inside a tank. The princi- 
ples on which he must fight are un- 
alterable. The developments of the 
grt of war are like that of the art of 
architecture. The materials for use 
for your building may change. They 
may be wood, stone, steel, but the 
[static principles on which your hous- 
es must be built are permanent." 

The American ambassador, who is 
leaving Paris, was* announced at 
{this moment to pay a farewell call.

ed out, the despatch says, that Ardas- 
jeff was made prisoner by several of 
his-countrymen and conducted to a 
villa outside of Stockholm where he 
was sentenced to death by « court- 
martial, subsequently being hanged 
and his body thrown into the sca.

“Sadly and mournfully the mem- 
bers of this national convention of 
the Liberal party of Canada record 
thelr sense of the irreparable loss 
the country has suffered in the 
death of the Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier.

For nearly thirty-two years he was

He|#f 
has Jong been fecognized as Cana- 
da's most distinguished statesman 
and as an outstanding figure among 
the councillors of His Majesty every- 
where in the British Empire.

Heartburn. 

Heartburn is due to byperacid- 
ity or excess of acid secretion 
in the stomach. This interferes 
with digestion by preventing the 
proper digestion of starch, and 
in this condition acid foods and 
sugar are especially irritating. 
It can be relieved, but not cor 
rected. by the use of alkaline 
drogs. Bicarbonate of soda and 
similar remedies may be taken 
for temporary relicf. Acid foods 
should be avoided. Baked pota- 
to is alkaline and is usuajly ac 
ceptable in such cases. ie food 
should be thoroughly mixed with 
saliva and should be confined for 
a time to stale bread. potatoes 
and a small amount of beans in 
some cases.

Mackenzie King is the leader of the 
Liberal party in Canada. He was 
nominated by the national Liberal 
convention on the third “ballot, the 
“vote standing: King 476, . Fielding 
438. 

Mr. Fielding immediately moved 
to make the nomination unanimous, 
and this was seconded by Hon. 
George P. Graham and Judge D. D. 
McKenzie. Z 

The announcement cf the result 
was received by the vast audience 
with great enthusiasm. The dele- 
gates rose and cheered lustily, nor 
could they be quieted until the 
newly-elected leader advanced to the 
front of the platform to bow his 
acknowledgments and deliver a brief 
speech of acceptance. : 

His speech was naturally brief. 
Mr. King invoked the memory of his 
grandfather. William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie and the spirit of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. Sir Wilfrid, it appears, 
with prophetic eye had marked Mr. 
King’s great ability years ago, and 
had called him to his cabinet. Since 
then Mr. King had loyally supported 
the dead chieftain, and now was 
true to his. memory. 

Upon the first ballot Mr. King 
had 46 more votes than Mr. Fielding 
_with Hon. George P. Graham and 
Judge D. D. McKenzie tied for third 
place. It at once became evident that 
the figif"was between King” *and 
Fielding and the issue turned largely 
upon the fact that King had run as 
the Laurier candidate in 1917, while 
Fielding had been returned to 
parliament asa supporter of the 
Union ‘government. Moreover, the

A Young Man, 

Mr. King {s the first leader of a 
political party to be chosen by a na- 
tional convention.” He is not yet 
forty-five and looks even younger, 
but he has a pleasant manner ‘and 
address. When scarcely more than 
a boy he was appointed deputy 
minister of labor in the Ottawa 
government under Sir William 
Mulock and attained no little dis- 
tinction by reason of his successful 
dealing with labor disputes.~ It was 
after settling the great western 
coal strikes of 1906 that Mr. King 
dra the industrial investiga- 
tions and conciliation law, common- 
ly known as the Lemieux act, which 
has been in successful operation for 
many years in Canada, and has been 
copied by many countries.

In 1917 he un- 
successfully contested the riding of 
North York. He has no seat in the 
house at the present time, but it is

Class of Roads Built 


The majority of , roads in ‘Prince 
Edward county are built'of water- 
bound macadam. The Ilmestone 
rock, which is in unlimitable quan- 
tities throughout the different sec- 
tions, is not a hard quality. At the 
quarry it is crushed to about four 
{nches and then spread on the road 
to a depth of about 18-inches. ~ It 
is then rolled by a 10-ft. steam| 
roller which crushes it into smaller 
particles, filling up all the crevices. 
Water is sprinkled and then fine 
screenings are rolled in and again 
sprinkled until an adequate crown 
is obtained. By this method only 
one size of stone is used, and the 
limestone screenings serve as a 
good binder.

Mackenzie King was opposed to conscrip- 
tion as far as Canada was concerned in the 
late war. There are mauy people why assume 
to believe that “anti-conscriptionist” and “trai- 
tor’ are synonymous terms. But that is an 
extreme view. The writer was an advocate of 
conscription from an early stage of the war. 
We have yet to be convinced that the. United 
States &dopted the wrong method in securing 
men to fight their battles. But we did not be- 
lieve in conscription merely aS an eleventh- 
hour device to save a moribund and incompet- 
ent government from deserved defeat. 

We recognise the fact also that many 
patriotic Canadians, with the utmost conscien- 
tiousness, believed that in a country so bitter- 
ly divided on the question as was Canada that 
better results in obtaining men could be ob- 
tained by a Continuance of the voluntary sys- 
tem. 

We have no right to call Lloyd George and 
A. Bonar Law and A. J. Balfour traitors be-- 
cause they were anti-conscriptionist under 
certain circumstances. It. was a long time 
after the beginning of the war before they ap- 
plied conscription to England and never at 
any time did they apply it to Ireland, Neither 
was conscriptfon ever enforced in South Afri- 
ca, though Premier Botha and Gen. Smuts sup- 
ported the Allied cause with the utmost loyal- 
ty. .

The gallery of mirrors gets its 
name from seventeen beveled mir- 
rors, more precious than rubles be- 
fore glass making was reduced to a| 
science.

the famous gardens, scene of royal 
revelries and regal pomp, where all 
the sculptors of standing in France 
were commandeered for innumerable 
pieces, where the piped waters spout 
from mouths of gilded frogs and liz- 
ards, while fauns play flutes and dra- 
gons kidnap cupids, and where the 
stately old trees give one touch of 
nature against this supremely artifi- 
cial setting.

Eating“Habits of Two Countri¢s Are 
Com posed. 

One of the most famous of London 
eating-places is the ‘Cheshire 
Cheese.” ‘It is as quaint as its name, 
There, as In the day when London 
was a town, the guests sit down to- 
gether at long tables, 

The meal is a ceremony; the food 
is served with ritualistic attention to 
detall, and It is eaten devoutly. The 
men who lunch there appreciate the 
flavor of good food, and of a fine old 
tradition. 

Yet however seriously they may 
take the roast and the pudding, they 
are serious in nothing else. Office, 
courtroom and. clinic are forgotten, 
During the midday ‘hour the old 
Elizabethan: humor and wisdom echo 
from ,the celling beams of that oak- 
paneled room. 

The most famous of Canadian eat- 
ing places is the quick lunch., Any 
noontime you will see newspaper- 
men, bankers, professors and lawyers 
seated on little stools at long count- 
ers or in one-armed’ chairs, They | 
do not look as though they were par- 
ticularly enjoying themselves. Each, 
detached and lonely, gobbles his food 
in silent haste. 

One is preoccupied with Its trou- 
bles; another is visibly uncomfort- 
able qn his backless stool; and yet 
another is splashing his soup In a 
frenzy of impatience to get back to 
the office, where he earns the food 
which he Is now eating with so little 
appreciation, 

The food Is often of famous ex- 
cellence, quite as good, in the way, 
as the food at the “Cheshire 
Cheese.’”” But we Canadians who cat 
it.come not so much to eat as to get 
through eating. We are so busy 
earning food and leisure that we can 
Spare no time for enjoying them. We 
scarcely, know what it is to Hvetin 
the present moment. - We are always 
Getting ready for the next.

As 
far back as the twelfth century St. 
Germain was ree favorite summer 

the kings of France; 
to-day it is an attractive resort for 
Parisiens and it is a congenial cen- 
tre for English residents. The cha- 
teau owes its’ origin to a fortress 
built on the ground by Louis be 
Gros between the years 1108-1137 
to command the River Seine at this 
point. A distinctive feature of the 
assemblage of stone is the small 
Gothic chapel, which was completed 
in 1238 by Pierre de Montereau. The 
visitor to the present chapel is de- 
| Pressed by the dour expression of 
the architecture, which makes a 
striking contrast tothe cheerful do- 
aign of the’ other chateaus of the 
period, St. Germain as it stands to- 
day is a product of: the passton of 
Francis I for building. 

“This versatile monarch celebrated 
here his nuptials with Claude, daugh- 
ter of Louls XII.. The architects, who 
received instructions in all probabil- 
ity direct from the king, employed 
brick for the building, which stands 
to-day shorn of the spacious gardens 
which Du Cerceau shows tn the orig- 
inal drawing, now in the British Mu- 
seum. Louis XIV was born under 
the roof in 1638, and after the death 
of Anne of Austria returned hither 
to escape the uncongenial atmosphere 
and restrictions of Paris, He had 
no real affection for the place and 
constantly paid tribute to the merits 
of the old chateau at Versailles, fin- 
ally resolving to employ Mansard to 
design and erect the grahdiose palace, 
The exiled James II. found an asy- 
lum here after the revolution of 
1688, and from this year until his 
death in 1701 numerous plots and 
intrigues wero hatched favoring a 
second restoration. 

“Finally we come to Napoleon. L 
who converted .the place into a 
school for cavalry officers, and 
after his deposition it was used for 
a time as a military prison. During 
the refgn of the third Napoleon agi- 
tation was rife concerning the restor- 
ation of the old chateaus, with the 
consequence that Pierrefonds was re- 
Paired by Viollet le Duc, and St. Ger- 
main underwent complete restoration 
on the lines of the original plans be- 
tween the years 1862-1908. Apart 
from the general character of heayi- 
ness, the architecture of the chateau 
has considerable: merit. There are 
features’ .recalling the fantasies of 
Chambord, combined with others of 
pure [falian origin. There is a 
courtyard of irregular shape, in 
some respects a legacy from the 
earlier fortress.. The steep pavilion 
roof of the period is conspicuous by 
its absence, balustrades, terraces 
and cupolas of graceful shape, com- 
bined with massive chimney-stacks, 
usurping the place of traditional 
features.

Recalls Other Days 


Remembers William Lyon Macken- 
aie and tho Stirring Perivd 
of 1837 











In connection with the selection 
of Hon. William) Lyon Mackenzie 
King as Liberal leader, an interest- 
ing fact relating to the Mackenzie 
rebellion has come to ght. Mre: 
Annas Abraham, 33 Elmer Street 
West Belleville, now approaching 
ninety years of age, recalls many In- 
cldents in connection with the stormy 
times‘of 1837. Her family (Miller) 
settled on the Canadian side off the 
Niagara River in 1779. Gents of 
land were given them by the Crown 
for military service, which some of 
the descondants stil occupy. Oth- 
ers were given land in Elgin county, 
the community being known as ails 
lorsburg. It was afterwards’ incor- 
porated into the municipality of St. 
Thomas, Ontario, which grew up out 
of Talbot's Settlement. Many des- 
cendants live in various parts of On- 
tario, especially between the Niag- 
ara River and’ Michigan. 

Mrs. Abraham remembers stories 
of her family favoring the cause of 
the then rebel Mackenzie, and on at 
Jeast one occasion of thelr harbour- 
ing him in their house over ‘night, 
rowing.him across the river under 
cover of darkness so as to elude the 
watchful eye of his enemies.

A South American Pest. 
Furniture makers must poison all{ 
woods with a chemical poison that} 
will withstand kiln drying, if they | 
expect to cater to the wants of the 
people of South America. This is the 
purport of a bulletin issued recently | * 
by the U. 8. Department of Com- 
merce. This is necessary to thwart 
the ravages of the termite, which 
feasts on all woods that appeal to its} _ 
taste. The hardness of the wood 
makes no difference to the ilttle six- 
legged creature, which begins eating 
wood shortly after belng hatched. 
The termite works secretly, bur- 
rowing innumerable tunnels, running 
usually with the grain, and leaving 
only.a thin shel! on the outside. Of- 
ten its presence is not noted until

The real- 
ly important documents on French 
foreign policy in’the years before the 
war were in the Lands of Rouher. 
The Republicans searched, bjs Paris 
house, but in vain. 

It was a regiment of Meeklenburg 
troops which strayed into the Cha- 
teau, Cercay on October 10, 1870, 
that “found the much-sought papers. 
After a fashjon which German 
troops seemed to have acquired even 
then, they poked about the desks and 
cubbyholes of the chateau, and, 
among other things, they discovered 
m great’ pile of papers which they 
started to burn. An officer with 
something which,’ in latter days, 
might have been called a ‘news! 
nose,” caught them just -in time to j 
save the documents and make Article | 
245 of the 1919 Peace Treaty a pos- 
sibility. They were carefully boxed 
and sent to No. 14 Rue de Provence, | 
at Versailles, where Bismarck .was | 
then installed. 

Bismarek never told all of their | 
contents. Once, in 1871, he publish- | 
ed some extracts regarding the ques- | 
tion of Belgian neutrality and Napo- | 
leon III's demands for compensation 
in 1866.. Years later, when Prince 
Hohenlohe retired as German Chan- 
cellor, an extract from. one of the let- : 
ters of the French Charge at Munich 
was published, revealing that as ear- 
ly as 1867 Hohenlohe had been'a 
partisan of the union of Prussia and 
Bavaria. But all the other documents 
dealing with the separatist ambitions 
of ae South German States have 

kept strictly secret. Even 
reltachike and Sybel, most patriotic 
lec ian historfans, were not al- 
ieee o see them. A British corre- 
spondent at Versailles in 1870 sent a 
mystifying. letter to the London 
| Times declaring that among the docu- 
ments were “‘a mass of things cap- 
| able of exciting envy, hatred and ma- 
lignity, revealing the most secret 
thoughts of princes and diplomats.” 
But he evidently had not seen the 
documents. 

One’ German correspdndent saw 
the documents in November, 1870. 
His name was Wachenbausen, and he 
1 wrote to the Volnische Zeltung a pre- 
| Liminary despatch mentioning secret 
correspondence about the Mexican 
campaigns and a secret letter saying 
that the’Freneh, if they came, would 

be regel with open arms. But a 
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ter to his paper explaining the neces- 
sity of remaining mute upon what 
he had seen. - He had evidently re- 
ceived orders to shut up. 

Bavaria came very near to not 
jotnitg Prussia in the founding of 
the German Empire in 1871; and 
Joseph Reinach among French his- 
torians, as well ‘as von Ruville in 
Germany, betieved that the possea- 
sion of the sceret documents of Cer- 
cay gave Bismarck the final’ whip 
which forced Bavaria to do his bid- 
ding.

Left When. ' Armies Were Driven 
From France—Detection of Con- 
trivances Which Had No Part in 
Civilized’ “Warfare’ “Was Made 
Work of Special Organization.

These’ sunspots in turn caeral 
storms in the’ atmosphere of our; 
ecarth—doubtless.on other planets as 
well, 

Two planets, united are enough to} 
cause a small sunspot and a small 
storm. Three cause a larger one— 
four make a very great’ storm in- 
deed. 

But—on December 17, 
less than seven planets ‘will pull 
jointly on the sun. ‘These will) in- 
clude all the mightiest planets, those 
with the most powerful full. 

Six of them—Mercury, Mars, Ven- 
us, Jupiter, Saturn, and Neptune— 
will be in conjunction; grouped to- 
gether in the greatest “League of 
Planets” ever known in the annals 
of astronomy. 

They will be massed in the nar- 
row limit of but 26 degrees, on the 
same side of the sun. 

Directly opposite, coming into op- 
position with this gigantic league 
will be. the huge planet Uranus. 
and the six planets will plerce the 
Sun ike a mighty spear, ; 

Our earth is outside the league at 
an angle of nearly 90 d:grees—in 
perfect position to ‘receive almost 
the full force of the monster elec- 
trical disturbance as it leaps into ac- 
tivity on what, to us, will be the eas- 
tern horizon of the sun's disk. 

This means we shall get the full 
strength of the storm when the sun- 
spot is at its worst, before the ex- 
ploding gases have had time to dle 
down, 

Such a close grouping of planets 
has never been recorded before. The 
whole solar system will be strangely 
out of. balance. 

What will be the outcome? My 
knowledge does not permit me to 
state, beyond the fact ‘that the 
storms, eruptions: ‘and earthquakes 
will be. tremendous in their strength! 
and scope. f

“There. is ling in Belleville: one 
of the most remarkable women of 
her time. The life of this woman 
reads like a page out of the (dim 
past. Horm on November 15, 1830, 
in Bertie township, Welland Coun-} 
ty, Mrs. Annas Hannah Abraham, 
38. Elmer St, is now verging on 
ninety years of age.” She is in’ com- 
plete possession of all of her fa- 
chities and notwithstanding her ad- 
vanced years she is still capable. of 
‘great physical exertion, She has 
been a familiar figure in Belleville 
for more than half a century, ‘at- 
tending the same Mothodist church 
in West Belleville, during all these 
years and rearing a large family. 
Some of these are now. widely scat- 
tered, one Hving in British Colum- 
dia, two daughters in the’ ‘State. of 
Washington on ‘the Pacific Coast, an- 
other daughter in Michigan, two 
children in the: Province of Que- 
bec, etc. : 

One can hardly comprehend what 

a lle of ninety years encompasses, 
Even fifty years ago the British 
Empire, as this generation under- 
stands it; existed in name only, 
Then Canada was ilttle better than 
a wilderness. The same was true of 
her. other outposte—Australia, New 
Zealand anti Africa: 
+ But what of ninety years? The 
world we now live in did not exist. 
There were no railroads, telegraphs, 
steamships, electricity — Nterally 
nothing then of what now  sur- 
round us and that are deemed es- 
sential to existence. Scattered  set- 
tlements stretched along the At- 
lantic coastline. Only as years 
gressed did one territory after an- 
other fill up and assume the title of 
state. Canada practically consisted 
of Quebec and Montreal with a 
great “back country” to which some 
hardy pioneera had made their way. 
To cross the Atlantic ninety years 
ago meant ‘a’ hazardous trip of 
months in a saffing ‘vessel. An air 
ship crossed and recrosased recently 
in a few houra! 

There were no banks, no factor- 
fea; farmers used the flail to thresh 
their scanty crops. What little 
money there was in circulation was 
English gold and this was kept in 
crocks buried in the ground. Every 
family was self-sustaining.-The land 
produced everything required to 
meet the simple wants of the early 
colonists. ‘Their clothing was home- 
spun and frequently woven by the 
family. The women of the  house- 
hold hejped make the men’s shirts 
and. summer wear from  fiax and 
wool. The finer flax was made Into 
thread, This was also used for 
bed sheets, etc. ‘ 


Wove Her Own Wedding Trouxscau | 


The subject of this sketch wove 
with her own hands her wedding 
trousseau. Her*son, Mr. Frederick 
Abraham, of Montreal, has in his 
possession ‘part of the dress in 
which she’ was married. Hats were 
made by hand from wild rice 
green rye. They were-made jn vari- 
ous sizes without block. The family 
did° quite a business in these hats 
inthe adjacent village of Buffalo. 
She remembers the grass” about 
their \jhonse being literally covered 
with them bleaching in the sun pre- 
paratory to marketing.

Remembers Buffalo ax a Village 


She remembers Buffalo when It 
was a mere village, the surround- 
ing country being all timbered. Her 
family hunted game all over the 
district, now Buffalo, a favorite pre- 
serve being Grand Island, near their 
lnnd on the Niagara River. 

The Miller family was famous on 
the Niagara frontier. They were 
amongst the first English settlers in 
the then district of Niagara.

{‘How many mada?’ meaning ‘How 
many wives (madams) have you 
got?’ We, of course; had either one 
or none at all, while they sometimes 
had ‘thlee,’ to their obvious pride 
and satisfaction. 

“Whether consciously or uncon* 
sciously, they assumed that all men 
were equal, and that other men were 
just_other men ana nothf{ng more, 
Thus the artificial Inequality due to 
army conditions filled them with hos- 
ulity, a hostility they often expressed 
with great frankness. One day we 
were talking to some Chinks when 
one of tapped me on the chest, 
and said with an emphatic shake of 
his head, *You gooda.’ 1 was a pri- 
vate, and he meant to say that there 
was nothing wrong with = privates.
